I am _= sure, 
from having seen it that the valley of the 
Saskatchewan is bound to be one of the 
granuest sections of our country for some 
timeto come.

THE HARROW.’ 


Its Free Use Advocated by Prof. Thos. 


Shaw. of Minnes: ta. 


The harrow has never been used to any- 
thinglike the exteat to whieh it ought 
to be in our system of agriculture. The 
necessities of some of the prairie s vila of 
the far west are compelling the farmers 
to do what science and good judgment 
should have tanght them long azo l 
refer to the harrowing of the grain after 
it has appeared above the surface of the 
ground. Owing to the persistence witli 
which they have grown wheat on the 
sarne lands from yearto year, those lands 
are becoming foul with weeds Two 
ways of cleaning them haye been resort- 
edto. The firstis through the instru- 
mentality of the bare fallow, and the 
second is through the free use of the lar- 
| row after the grain has appeared above 
the surface of the ground. The latter 
practice has not been resorted to very 
generally, but some farmers have tried 
it, and with results that are most encour- 
aviny. 

When the grain appears above the 
| surface, nomberless weeds present them- 
| selves at the same time, and these crow 
tosuch an extent asto seriously inter- 
fere with the vield of the grain at harvest 
time. These weeds, if left alone, will 
steal from the grain what it ousht to 
have by way of nutriment,; t 


hence it 
must be injured just te the extent to 
which the weeds draw from the soil. 
Introduce a harrow of the right make at 


such atime. The teeth will pat those 
| Weeds into a tribulation from which 
they will never recover. The whole 


| surface of the ground will be se stirred 
that the weeds which are shallow rooted 
at such atime, will be torn froma thet 
place, and in consequence will perish tn 
ithe hot raysofthe sunshine. Another 
| advantage follows. The surface of the 
{ground having been thus stirred and 
j monidered, the dast blanket formed = in 
| this way arrests the ascension of yround 
| moisture; that isto #ayv, it prevents its 
l escape, and holds it forthe atvantage of 
| tke crop.—Thomas Shaw, Minn. Ex. 
Station.

A DASTARDLY ATTEMPT. 


Desperadoes Try to Blow up a Camp of 
Sixty Hungarians. 


A dastardly outrage was perpetrated 
early the other morning wherein it was 
premeditated by the scoundrels to sacri- 
tice sixty lives by sending them into 
eternity with a force of dynamite. 
motive was undoubtedly robbery, and it 
resulted in the instant death of three 
Hungarians, while a large number were 
injured, eight of whom are in a serious 
condition. MeDonaid and Sayre, rail- 
road contractors, are building a second 
track of seven miles on the Lehigh Val- 
ley out of Fairview, and ata point one 
mile from Fairview, in the wilds of 
Wilkesbarre mountains, a Hungarian 
camp was located, which was presided 
over by Mike Wiklowitz and wite. The 
camp consisted of a rough building 
thirty feet square, constructed in the 
midst of the scrub beside 


the track. 
During the night as is always the cus- 
jtom, three of the sixty Hungarian 
| boarders, men and wemen, sat upon 
} watch and were whiling away the time 
playing cards. Some time during the 
night a party of desperadoes secnred 2 
battery and brought it to the railroad 
track in front of the camp and connected 
it with a wire, completing a cirenit to 
each corner of the camping house. <A 
tool chest, standing near by, was broken 
open, from which were taken a number 
of dynamite sticks which were distribu- 
ited beneath the building. The cireuit 
completed, it was but a moment's work 
to turn the battery, setting off the dyna- 
mite. However, inthe baste with which 
the miscreants worked they made a 
faulty connection at the battery, and 
when it was turned on only one or two 
of the dynamit- sticks exploded. Frank 
Novako, who was one of the party play- 
ing cards on the first floor, was instantly 
killed, both legs being blown otf at the 
knees. The building totally collapsed 
and was smashed into slivers, excepting 
one half of the roof, which sank in, par- 
tially covering the debris. The two 
men with Frank Novako at the table 
| were hardly injured at all, while the 
others killed and injured met their fate 
from the collapse of the building. The 
| force of the explosion was so great that 
the earth was torn up about the site of 
| the camp, and baggage, cooking utensils, 
ete, were scattered in every direction. 
The Hungarians who were uninjured 
soon commenced collecting their scat- 
tered goods and ebattels, and by neon a 
large number of the men had prepared 
to take their departare, paying no atten- 
tion to their dead and injured country- 
}men. The Lehigh Valley Railway com- 
pany sent out a wrecking force with 
| physicians, detectives and the coroner, 
| Tne detectives have arrested Mike 
Wiklowitz, the boarding house boss, as 
he witness.

WHEAT PRICES’ WAR.

There has been an interestfpg war in 
the prices of wheat in Douglas. 
red in this way according to the Free 
Press: The Lake of the Woods Milling 
company raised the price of wheat to 41 
cents for No. 1 hard, and as other markets 
around were only paying 35 cents for No. 
1 hard. the Free Press correspondent took 
a walk around to the elevators tosee what 
was being paid. First call was made at 
Greenwood’s elevator, and found the pro- 
prietor, Mr. T. E. Greenwood, busy re- 
ceiving wheat into his elevator and there 
were at the time several loads waiting to 
be unloaded. After waiting a short time 
the following interview took place: 

“Well, Mr. Greenwood, what is the 
price of wheat this morning ?”’ 

‘Forty-two cents,’ was the prompt re- 
aly. 

*-How long have you been paying this 
price 7’) was asked. 

‘Just commenced this morning.” 

‘Has the wholesale market raised so 
that you are able to pay this price ?”’ 

‘No, it certainly has not, as this price

Fattening Their stock on Cheap 
Wheat. 


_ We see by the eastern papers, says the 
| Commercial, that Ontario farmers are 
buying up thin cattle in the Toronto 
market to feed. These are farmers who 
know their business. On account of the 
low price of grain there, they are going 
to feed it, and they will realize more by 
so doing. Nodoubt many of the thin 
cattle from Manitoba are being bought 
up for feeding by these eastern farmers, 
who evidently know a thing or two. 
Others are going into the hands of eas 
ern distillers and professional feeders ; in 
fact, car lots of cattle have been shipped 
dirce: to eastern feeders from Manitoba. 
This is a wanton sacrifice which The 
Commercial cannot find words strong 
enough to properly descrioe. If Ontario 
farmers and feeders can buy these Mari- 
toba cattle and make a profit fattening 
them there how much more profitable 
would it be for the Manitoba farmers to 
finish these cattle themselves? We will 
not try to answer the query in dollars 
and cents. It would certainly be more 
profitable to finish them here than in 
Ontario.

No feed grain should be shipped out 
of Manitoba. The shipment ot any such

Macadam’s custom was to put 
three layers of broken stone to secure a 
depth Of nine to ten inches. The cost of 
the construction varies greatly according 
to the material used, distance cf trans- 
portation and manner of putting down. 
A part of Randolph street was macadam- 
ized last year, aud it furnishes a test of 
the costofsuch work in this vicinity. 
After the roadbed had been pnt in the 
proper shape a course of broken lime- 
stone about eight inches thick was 
and solidly packed by sledging. On the 
top of this a course of finer stone, none 
larger than twoinches in its largest di- 
mensions, of about four inches thick was 
laid and thoroughly rolled with a fifteen 
ton roller. The top layer was kept 
sprinkled while being rolled, and it was 
rolled asecond time. A thin layer of 
gravel or very fine stone was put overthe 
top to act as binding material. Lime- 
stone was used although itis a little to 
soft to make the best roadway, because 
of the crumbling or wearing away. The 
cost was about $4,000 a mule.—st. Paul 
Pioneer Press.

The broth containing the mu- 
crobe cultures is passed through the Pas- 
teur porcelain filter, and the liquid given 
off, which, by the way, is absolutely 
colorless. is used for injection, the injec- 
tion is given in the vein of the animal's 
neck. A large syringe, resembling the 
ordinary hypodermic, 1s used. The skin 
is prepared antiseptically and the animal 
apparently suffers no pain. The first in- 
jection is usually one gramme. It is re- 
peated daily and is increased up to about 
thirty grammes, or an ounce. In some 
cases it has been increased to 150 grammes. 
The animal shows feverish symptoms on 
the day of the first injection, but these 
pass away very quickly. Itis necessary. 
however, to begin with a light injection. 
In Paris a cow died of a first injection of 
five grammes. After six weeks the serum 
of the horse shows strong antitoxic power.
